MEMORANDUM. 
(Confidential. ) 

(ol. House told me that Pres- 
ident Wilson was ready, on hear- 
ing from France and England 
that the moment was opportune, 
to propose that a conference 
should be summoned to put an 
end to the .ar. Should the al- 
lies accept this proposal, and 
should Germany refuse !t. the 
United States would probably en- 
ter the war agains: Germany.
